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A test of homogeniety of variance is necessary before class means 
can be compared. 


Bartiett_/ has described a method of testing the significance of 
difference between two or more sample variances. The details necessary 
for the calculation of a corrected Chi Square relationship are described 
in Snedecor.2 


An IBM 704 computer program has been developed at the Pacific 
Southwest Forest and Range Experiment Station 3/ using the procedure 
described by Snedecor. This pxogram computes a corrected Chi Square for 


"n'" samples with either equal or unequal sample sizes.
